Tn aome notes of his travels in the Malay 
Pevinaula, the Rov. J, E. Tanison- Woods, 
P.G.8., narrates the fol!-wing indidanta :—

seldom attacks human beings, though anch 
enses do occur. During my stay, on the

Bot the strange thing waa that it 
never ate ia victima, or even tore them, but
